Mrs Angelita Senoque Perishes in 
Disastrous Conflagration 


Was Acting as a Waitress in the Chinese Restaurant When 


the Structure Caught Fire and Burned to the Ground 


Woman Either Became 
Confused or Was Looking 


for Her Boy and Was Caught by the Flames 


At 1130 Inst Sunday Juno 16th 
Mrs 
Angolita Muriotta Sonoquo 


wife of Pilar Sonoquo 
was 
burned 
to doath in a firo which dostroyod 


tho Chineso restaurant 
in this city 
Tho 
doceased 
was aged about 20 


years and was a native of Mexico 


Mrs 
Sonoquo had boon working as 
a waitress 
in tho restaurant 


for two weeks and hor littlo boy was living with her 
she having sep ¬ 


arated from her husband sovernl 
wooks ago 
During Sunday foronoon 


she had placed tho boy who is agod throo years 
in a small bed room 


which had boen partitioned 
off in tho building 
to amuse himself 
It 


is presumed that ho found some matches and set 
tho 
clothing 
in tbo 


room on firo 
Tho Chinaman 
Sam Yong Leo Wah 
who 
was 
acting 


as cook heard tho boy crying and went to tho room to see what 
was 


tho matter 
Opening tho door ho saw tho clothing ablazo 
Ho pulled 


somo of it down and triod to stamp it out 
but soon perceived that it 


was in vain 
Ho seized tho boy and pushed him out through a scroon 


window to somo Moxicans standing near 
cutting tho childs faco in a 


painful manner in doing 60 
Ho then 
ronowod 
his efforts to subdue 


tho flames 
but in a very fow moments tho entire intorior of tho struc- 
ture 


¬ 
was ablaze 
Ho was quickly forced to run 
out of the door and 
his faco and head wero badly scorched 
Ho 
then discovered that tho 
waitress was not oulsido and started to go back in the building to got 
her but Dr Piatt 
who had 
now 
arrived 
prevented 
him from enter- 
ing as ho porcoivod it meant death 
Tho flames 
woro breaking out at 
all points 
Of tho building 
Mrs Senoque was sowing a Moxican when tho firo broko out 
He 
ran out thinking sho would follow 
Sho 
probably 
belioved 
hor boy 
was in tho building and was trying 
to 
savo him 
or olso became con 
fused and wao unablo to find tho door 
Sho was nover seen again alive 
For a timo it was hoped she was 
safe 
But 
as 
tho 
firo progressed 
and sho did not appear among thecrowd 
to claim hor child tho sick- 
ening

conviotion grow upon tho minds 
of thoso

sho had found a horrible death amid tho fierco flames that leaped high 
above tho roof licked up tho furniture 
and woodwork like an 
demon and roachod far out for yot other prey 
Hor husbaud

xiously to try 10 catch a glimpso of his wifo through tho blazo 
In tho moantime tho ontiro 
town 
was 
aroused 
Judge Hunter 
whoso framo houso stands ten feet from the restaurant

naman stamping the floor 
and looking out 
saw 
tho 
flames already 
breaking out under tho eaves 
Ho rushod outsido taking two trunks 
with him 
aud at onco gavo tho alarm 
Dr 
Piatt 
Charles Schroeder 
and others also arrived at this 
time 
and aided in arousing tho town 
In a fow minutes tho pooplo 
began 
to arrive 
and shortly almost tho 
ontiro town had gathered 
and 
begun 
to 
mako an offort to savo prop 
orty 
Somo 
started 
the 
gasoline 
pump running at tho residenco of 
Mrs E T Ijams next door 
some went up to 
tho canal

turned 
down a largo stream 
somo tore away surrounding
